A good many people, with a mix ture of motives, have sug­ 
gested that Mr. Stassen might better get out of the campaign, 
since he has no present prospect of adding more delegates to his 
collection, and apparently intends to give away those he has. 
We have no desire to offer Mr. Stassen advice in this matter, 
but we do suggest that he would do well to think things over. 
He might, for ex ample, consider carefully the fact that the 
supporters of General Eisenhower, anguished over the ground 
lost last week, quickly began looking for a scapegoat for the 
reversals which took place and, promptly offered up Mr. Stassen 
as potential Holder-of-the-Bag. 
The New York limes, for ex ample, which got aboard the 
Eisenhower bandwagon early in the game, breathed deep cries 
of woe over the mishaps in Wisconsin and Nebraska. 
Mr. Arthur Krock, distinguished columnist, said that the 
results proved, among other things, that “ General Eisenhower s 
vehicle needs a driver, and soon, instead of just passengers" 
and that the vote should convince Mr. Stassen that he is “ only go­ 
ing along for the ride.” 
Editorially the Times was still more unkind in its comments 
on Mr. Stassen. It said: 
“ Mr. Stassen’s principal accomplishment thus far 
has been to split the anti-Taft vote to the advantage 
of Mr. Taft. In view of his dismal record in four primar­ 
ies the question must arise for him whether his political 
ambition is not now serving chiefly as a red herring 
drawn across the track of other issues which would 
become clearer if he withdraws.” 
In the lead news article of Thursday , the Times political 
reporter, W. H. Lawrence, observed that the Wisconsin-Nebraska 
returns demonstrated to Taft’s opponents " They had better unite 
if they want to stop him.” 
Continuing, he said: 
“ The plain lesson for the anti-Taft forces was that 
Mr. Stassen, although he ran third in each of the two 
states where he was the primary victor four y ears ago, 
took votes away from Governor Warren in Wisconsin, 
and from General Eisenhower in Nebraska.” 
Mr. Stassen’s open-handed offer to share his delegates fifty - 
fifty with General Eisenhower does not seem to have produced 
any big outburst of gratitude from the Eisenhower followers.
